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INTRODUCTION 



TUB GUIDE includes approximately 1,200 named persons found in 19 
novels and 94 short stories and sketches (21 o which, often in an 
extensively revised form, have been incorporated in the novels). About 
175 of these persons are participants, or are mentioned, in more than 
one of Faulkner's fictional works. In addition to setting forth a brief 
description, chiefly as to function, of every named character in each 
story in which he (or she) is found, the Guide lists every page on which 
each character's name appears, whether the character is there taking part 
in the action or is merely referred to. All variations of the names, in 
cluding nicknames, are listed, but no more than once to a page, regard 
less of how many versions of a given character's name appear on one 
page. For example, if Narcissa, Narcissa Benbow, Miss Benbow, Mrs. 
Bayard Sartoris, and Narcy all appear on, say, page 283 of Sartoris, one 
listing only is made for her on that particular page. 

Personal titles alone are not listed even though their designation is 
clear. To qxialify for inclusion in the Guide they must be accompanied 
by family names, given names, or some variation of one of these. For 
example, Colonel or Gunnel or Lawyer is excluded from the Guide; 
Colonel John or Lawyer Stevens is, of course, included. The same dis 
tinction applies to designations of family relationship: Uncle and Aunt 
are not listed. Uncle Maury and Aunt Jenny are. (In this connection 
it should be borne in mind that in general the entries have been ar 
ranged according to the customary rules of indexing: when two or more 
persons have the same surname, those with the least identification pre 
cede those with more complete identification; titles such as Aunt, 
Uncle, and Colonel are disregarded when the full name or initials are 
given; and names beginning with "Me" are listed as if the prefix were 
spelled "Mac,") 

There are six exceptions to this rule: the principal character in Pylon 
has no name other than that of "the Reporter"; hence he is so listed, 
under R. The same arrangement applies to "the Convict" in The Old 
Man, listed under C, as well as to "the Cajan" in the same story, and to 
"the Runner" in A Fable, listed under K. The fifth exception is Mrs, 
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Rosa Millard, of The Unvanquished, who is called Granny countless 
times. Only rarely do we get any part of her real name. She becomes 
Granny to the reader and she is therefore listed under this name as well 
as under her legal name. Finally, in The Reivers Lucius Priest, Sr. is 
most important as plain Grandfather; therefore, references to him by 
that name are also listed. 

The listing also includes possessive forms of a personal name. 
"Horace's sister," for example, is listed under the name Horace. Listing 
of the possessive also extends to such a situation as the designation of a 
home or a store or a farm. In such instances it was necessary to take a 
peculiar liberty. If, for example, the author says, "It is near the Mac- 
Callum place" or "We were ten miles from MacCallum's," Virginius 
MacCallum, Sr., the nominal head of the family, qualifies for a listing; 
such a reference is not interpreted to include any of his six sons. Like 
wise "VarnerV or "Varner's store" means, for our purpose, "Will 
Varner's," not "Jody Varner's," even though the son is just as active 
about the store and the farm as is his father. 

Still another difficulty presents itself in relation to the identity of 
characters. Since in a single story there are often two persons with iden 
tical names (in Sarforis there are three John Sartorises and four Bayard 
Sartorises) , the casual reader may be confused, even baffled, in trying to 
decide which John or which Bayard is being referred to. Faulkner is of 
no immediate help here because he will not slow up his narrative to put 
the reader straight. Yet the necessary evidence is almost invariably near 
at hand; and the reader can usually work out the answer, even if doing 
so often requires considerable effort. Part of the purpose of this Guide 
is, of course, to solve these problems and set the puzzling names under 
the proper headings. 

A much more difficult problem grows out of Faulkner's use of "his 
torical" and "fictional" characters. Robert E. Lee, Jeb Stuart, Nathan 
Bedford Forrest, and a host of other historical characters, military and 
nonmilitary, appear from time to time in this Southern writer's pages. 
In certain instances they interact somewhat convincingly with fictional 
people. For example, the brother of Miss Jenny, Bayard Sartoris, is 
killed on a raiding party with Jeb Stuart. Miss Jenny, in her narration 
of this escapade, speaks of General Stuart with a personal affection, a 
tenderness: " 'Poor man, 5 she says, *I danced a valse with him in Balti 
more in *58, J and her voice was proud and still as banners in the dust" 
(Sartoris, p. 40). And Andrew Jackson is described in the history of 
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the Compson family (sec The Sound and the Fury, p. 3) In such a vivid 
way as to almost make it possible for him to leap over into the empire 

of Faulkner's incomparable fictional folk. In the historical intcrchapters 
of Requiem for a Nun many real and unreal people (both types largely 
nonmilitary here) interact. Air. Vardaman, a famous Mississippi politi 
cal figure, is mentioned in many of Faulkner's novels; and we may be 
sure that the youngest Bundren boy in As I Lay Dying has been named 
after this old lion-mancd, picture-book Southern Congressman. But 
these people are allusions, not characters, and really come alive only 
through their impingement on Faulkner's creations; hence they are not 
listed in the Guide. 

Still another group of characters may or may not be historical. These 
are the persons who are at least partly legendary. Notable among these 
are the Indians in such short stories as "A Justice** and "Red Leaves": 
Issetibbeha, Moketubbe, Ikkemotubbc, Mohataha, Herman Basket, Louis 
Berry. Real or unreal, however, these people are woven so completely 
into the Yoknapatawpha texture as to forfeit whatever historical 
identity they may have in favor of a greater role; and this list includes 
such white men as Chevalier Socur-Blonde dc Vitry, who is closely as 
sociated with the Indians, All of these people, therefore, are included in 
the Guide. 

True, these distinctions are not scientific ones, and an occasional name 
that should not be listed may find its way into the Guide; but such 
names will be few and are relatively unimportant, for no actual histori 
cal character is of any real significance in Faulkner*s stories* Faulkner 
uses his historical people mainly for atmosphere. The whole problem of 
whether these borderline characters are historical, scmihistorical, or 
entirely fictional might well be the subject of a separate study. 

One of the most persistent challenges to be met in preparing the 
Guide was that of tense. Few writers are more aware of the past, even 
as they write of the present, than is Faulkner. To preserve a firm sense 
of perspective we have endeavored to state in the past tense all action 
that occurred prior to the actual events set forth in the stories. The 
present tense is normally reserved for current actions only* 

Faulkner's practice with regard to his "carryover" characters and 
incidents makes it clear that he allowed himself to be governed by 
present needs rather than by any slavish devotion to consistency* Many 
of his inconsistencies are extremely important, for they involve central 
shifts in the very nature of characters and relationships; notice, for in- 
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stance, the development from the merely gossipy country salesman 
Suratt of Sartoris and As I Lay Dying to the wily Ratliflf of The Hamlet 
and the humane and philosophical Ratliff of The Town and The Man 
sion. Further, mark the switch in the presentation of Mink Snopes and 
Jack Houston in The Mansion from the original version in The Hamlet. 
In the earlier novel Mink is a vicious murderer, Houston a sympathetic, 
tragic figure. In the later novel Mink commands our sympathy and 
Houston is described as an acidulous and vindictive man. Even Flem 
Snopes, the giant among the Snopeses, a monster of avarice in The Ham 
let, is in The Mansion presented as a man who has at least a few appeal 
ing qualities. Lucas Beauchamp is in part a humorous character in Go 
Down, Moses, but in Intruder in the Dust, written six years later, he 
says in answer to an insult: "I ain't a Edmonds. I don't belong to these 
new folks. I belongs to the old lot. I'm a McCaslin." In the later novel 
Lucas is characterized with strong and quiet dignity. Eula Varner 
Snopes, a voluptuous vegetable in The Hamlet, commits suicide by the 
end of The Town to protect her daughter. Even some relatively minor 
inconsistencies reveal that Faulkner, without much thought, one sus 
pects, bowed to the aesthetic demands of the moment rather than to 
the demands of consistency. For instance, in Absalom, Absalom! Sut- 
pen's mansion, we are told, is constructed of brick. At the end, it is 
of wood and highly inflammable. In "The Bear," from Go Down, 
Moses, Ike McCaslin speaks about the peculiar responsibilities of land 
ownership: "He [God; the Arbiter] saw the land already accursed even 
as Ikkemotubbe and Ikkemotubbe's father, old Issetibbeha, and old 
Issetibbeha's fathers too held it. , . ." Now, in all the other sections 
of Go Down, Moses Ikkemotubbe is Issetibbcha's nephew, not his son 
(though different relationships prevail in the early story "Red Leaves") , 
But the expediencies of the moment in "The Bear" a passage speaking 
of the heritage of fathers to their sons, of the passing of land through 
the generations required a father-and-son relationship, so Faulkner 
complied with the requirements of aesthetics rather than the demands 
of consistency. A more significant inconsistency involving the same 
story emerges when one compares the account of Cass Edmonds* suc 
cession to the McCaslin land as related in "The Fire and the Hearth" 
with the account in "The Bear." In the former story Cass has enough 
of the blood of old Carothers McCaslin "to take the land from the true 
heir simply because he wanted it and knew he could use it better and 
was strong enough, ruthless enough, . . ." In part four of "The Bear" 
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Faulkner, responding to a more sophisticated notion of the responsibili 
ties of land ownership, has Ike willingly relinquish, even force, his 
patrimony on his cousin Cass, who is reluctant to accept it. Again, in 
Go Down, Moses Sam Fathers* paternity is inconsistent with the account 
given in the early story "A Justice," in which he is the son of a no-ac 
count Indian named Crawfishf ord ; in Go Down, Moses he is the son 
of the chieftain Ikkemotubbe and he carries himself with pride. 

The most frequent inconsistency occurs in the attribution and spell 
ing of names. Such inconsistencies doubtless reflect Faulkner's local 
prejudices or carelessness rather than any significant aesthetic decision. 
Most of the inconsistencies due to changed i-elationships are similarly 
without aesthetic relevance. A list of the inconsistencies in Faulkner's 
work is provided in the Appendix. 

A short summary of the longer narratives might prove useful to those 
who need such basic information bxtt lack the time or the desire to read 
or reread a given story. However, most of Faulkner's novels cannot be 
summarized briefly without losing a great deal of their meaning. The 
surest way to get at the core of a Faulkner story quickly is to read the 
accounts of the principal characters indicated in the Guide by boldface 
type.

The Guide as it now appears owes a debt to Mrs. Mason Altiery, whose 
unpublished Master's thesis (University of Hawaii, 1955) provided 
some useful hints on form and approach. To Professor Bruce R. 
McElderry, Jr., of the University of Southern California, who suggested 
the project, and whose advice helped immeasurably to make the work 
possible, special acknowledgment is due. 
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THE GUIDE itself is constructed as follows: The novels are listed by 
title in order of their publication, and under each title all of the 
named characters who appear or are mentioned in that work are listed 
alphabetically, together with a notation of every page on which their 
names occur. In addition there appears after the name of each character 
a brief account of his actions that are significant to the story and, 
whenever it seems important, a short description of that character's 
salient personality features. As an aid to the reader, the name under 
which a character is listed in the Guide is often supplied within brackets 
when a nickname, maiden name, or other variant is used in the sketches. 
The major characters in each novel are indicated by boldface type. Im 
mediately following the section devoted to the novels appear the named 
characters in all the short stories and sketches, which are also treated 
in order of publication. Carryover characters who are handled incon 
sistently by Faulkner are marked with an asterisk and treated further in 
the Appendix. Finally there appears an alphabetically arranged Master 
Index of all of Faulkner's named fictional characters which lists every 
work in which their names occur. 

The editions of the novels used in this work were all copies of the 
first editions except for the four following Modern Library editions, all 
printed from the original plates: Sanctuary, The Sound and the Fury 
and As I Lay Dying (published together in one volume) , and Absalom , 
Absalom! 

One book of short stories, Go Down, Moses, was also printed in the 
Modern Library series from the original plates and was therefore used 
for the present work. 

Some of the short stories presented a special problem inasmuch as 
many of them have been revised at least once since they were published. 
Since it would have been impractical to represent all versions in this 
work, we have confined ourselves to final revisions only. In this con 
nection we have taken a special liberty with respect to the Collected 
Stones of William Faulkner and New Orleans Sketches. Since Collected 
Stories includes all of the final versions of the stories found in two earlier 
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collections. These Thirteen and Dr. Martina, as well as seventeen stories 
that do not appear in these volumes, we have used it rather than the 
two earlier collections. Our decision here was based on considerations 
of convenience: the availability of the later collection and the greater 
number of final revisions under one cover. Except for those three short 
stories which are incorporated, extensively revised, in the novels of 
Faulkner ("Centaur in Brass," "Mule in the Yard" [both in The Tovun\, 
and "Wash" [in Absalom, Absalom!"]:, these are treated as part of the 
novel in the Guide), only one story originally included in Collected 
Stones has a subsequent revision. This is "A Bear Hunt," which appears 
in its latest form in Big Woods. We have used New Orleans Sketches, 
likewise, for reasons of convenience. It is the only published volume that 
includes all sixteen of the sketches originally printed in the New Orleans 
Times-Picayune between February and September, 1925, plus the eleven 
short sketches under the title "New Orleans" which appeared in Double 
Dealer, VII (January-February 1925), 102-107 ("Frankie and 
Johnny" is the only one of the eleven short Double Dealer sketches 
which has named characters) . 

Specific bibliographical information concerning the editions used in 
preparing the Guide (together with other editions, American and 
British, with the same pagination) is given facing the beginning of 
the Novels section (page 2) and at the beginning of the Short Stories 
section (pp. 230-231). For a thorough descriptive bibliography of 
Faulkner's writings see James B. Meriwether, "William Faulkner: A

COMPSON: 1699-1945 

IKKEMOTXJBBE, A dispossessed American king. Called "PHornme" (and 
sometimes **de 1'homme") by his fosterbrother, a Chevalier of France, 
who had he not been born too late could have been among the brightest 
in that glittering galaxy of knightly blackguards who were Napoleon's 
marshals, who thus translated the Chickasaw title meaning "The Man"; 
which translation Ikkemotubbe, himself a man of wit and imagination 
as well as a shrewd judge of character, including his own, carried one 
step further and anglicised it to "Doom." Who granted out of his vast 
lost domain a solid square mile of virgin North Mississippi dirt as truly 
angled as the four corners of a card table top (forested then because these 
were the old days before 1833 when the stars fell and Jefferson Mississippi 
was one long rambling onestorey mudchinked log building housing the 
Chickasaw Agent and his tradingpost store) to the grandson of a Scottish 
refugee who had lost his own birthright by casting his lot with a king 
who himself had been dispossessed. This in partial return for the right 
to proceed in peace, by whatever means he and his people saw fit, afoot 
or ahorse provided they were Chickasaw horses, to the wild western land 
presently to be called Oklahoma: not knowing then about the oil. 

JACKSON. A Great White Father with a sword, (An old. duellist, a 
brawling lean fierce mangy durable imperishable old lion who set the 
wellbeing of the nation above the White House and the health of his new 
political party above either and above them all set not his wife's honor 
but the principle that honor must be defended whether it was or not 
because defended it was whether or not.) Who patented sealed and 
countersigned the grant with his own hand in his gold tepee in Wassi 
Town, not knowing about the oil either: so that one day the homeless 
descendants of the dispossessed would ride supine with drink and 
splendidly comatose above the dusty allotted harborage of their bones in 
speciallybuilt scarletpainted hearses and fire-engines.

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These were Compsons : 

QUENTIN MACLACHAIST. Son of a Glasgow printer, orplianed and 
raised by his mother's people in the Perth highlands. Fled to Carolina 
from Culloden Moor with a claymore and the tartan he wore by day 
and slept under by night, and little else. At eighty, having fought once 
against an English king and lost, he would not make that mistake twice 
and so fled again one night in 1779, with his infant grandson and the 
tartan (the claymore had vanished, along with his son, the grandson's 
father, from one of Tarleton's regiments on a Georgia battlefield about 
a year ago) into Kentucky, where a neighbor named Boon or Boone had 
already established a settlement. 

CHARLES STUART. Attainted and proscribed by name and grade in 
his British regiment. Left for dead in a Georgia swamp by his own re 
treating army and then by the advancing American one, both of which 
were wrong. He still had the claymore even when on his homemade 
wooden leg he finally overtook his father and son four years later at 
Harrodsburg, Kentucky, just in time to bury the father and enter upon 
a long period of being a split personality while still trying to be the 
schoolteacher which he believed he wanted to be, until he gave up at 
last and became the gambler he actually was and which no Compson 
seemed to realize they all were provided the gambit was desperate and 
the odds long enough. Succeeded at last in risking not only his neck but 
the security of his family and the very integrity of the name he would 
leave behind him, by joining the confederation headed by an acquaint 
ance named Wilkinson (a man of considerable talent and influence and 
intellect and power) in a plot to secede the whole Mississippi Valley from 
the United States and join it to Spain. Fled in his turn when the bubble 
burst (as anyone except a Compson schoolteacher should have known it 
would), himself unique in being the only one of the plotters who had 
to flee the country: this not from the vengeance and retribution of the 
government which he had attempted to dismember, but from the furious 
revulsion of his late confederates now frantic for their own safety. He 
was not expelled from the United States, he talked himself countryless, 
his expulsion due not to the treason but to his having been so vocal 
and vociferant in the conduct of it, burning each bridge vocally behind 
him before he had even reached the place to build the next one: so that 
it was no provost marshal nor even a civic agency but his late coplotters 
themselves who put afoot the movement to evict him from Kentucky 
and the United States and, if they had caught him, probably from the 
world too. Fled by night, running true to family tradition, with his 
son and the old claymore and the tartan. 
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JASON LYCURGUS. Who, driven perhaps by the compulsion of the 
flamboyant name given him by the sardonic embittered woodcnlegged 
indomitable father who perhaps still believed with his heart that what 
he wanted to be was a classicist schoolteacher, rode up the Natchez 
Trace one day in 1811 with a pair of fine pistols and one meagre saddle 
bag on a small lightwaisted but stronghocked mare which could do the 
first two furlongs in definitely under the halfminute and the next two 
in not appreciably more, though that was all. But it was enough: who 
reached the Chickasaw Agency at Okatoba (which in 1860 was still 
called Old Jefferson) and went no further. Who within six months 
was the Agent's clerk and within twelve his partner, officially still the 
clerk though actually halfowner of what was now a considerable store 
stocked with the mare's winnings in races against the horses of Ik- 
kernotubbe's young men which he, Cornpson, was always careful to 
limit to a quarter or at most three furlongs; and in the next year it 
was Ikkemotubbe who owned the little mare and Cornpson owned the 
solid square mile of land which someday would be almost in the center 
of the town of Jefferson, forested then and still forested twenty years 
later though rather a park than a forest by that time, with its slave- 
quarters and stables and kitchengardens and the formal lawns and 
promenades and pavilions laid out by the same architect who built the 
columned porticoed house furnished by steamboat from France and New 
Orleans, and still the square intact mile in 1840 (with not only the little 
white village called Jefferson beginning to enclose it but an entire white 
county about to surround it because in a few years now Ikkcmotubbe's 
descendants and people would be gone, those remaining living not as 
warriors and hunters but as white men as shiftless farmers or, here 
and there, the masters of what they too called plantations and the owners 
of shiftless slaves, a little dirtier than the white man, a little lazier, a little 
crueller until at last even the wild blood itself would have vanished, to 
be seen only occasionally in the nose-shape of a Negro on a cottonwagon 
or a white sawmill hand or trapper or locomotive fireman), known as 
the Compson Domain then, since now it was fit to breed princes, states 
men and generals and bishops, to avenge the dispossessed Compsons from 
Culloden and Carolina and Kentucky, then known as the Governor's 
house because sure enough in time it did produce or at least spawn a 
governor Quentin MacLachan again, after the Culloden grandfather 
and still known as the Old Governor's even after it had spawned 
(1861) a general (called so by predetermined accord and agreement 
by the whole town and county, as though they knew even then and 
beforehand that the old governor was the last Compson who would not 
fail at everything he touched save longevity or suicide) the Brigadier 
Jason Lycurgus II who failed at Shiloh in '62 and failed again though 
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not so badly at Resaca in '64, who put the first mortgage on tlie still 
intact square mile to a New England carpetbagger in '66, after the 
old town had been burned by the Federal General Smith and the new 
little town, in time to be populated mainly by the descendants not of 
Compsons but of Snopeses, had begun to encroach and then nibble at 
and into it as the failed brigadier spent the next forty years selling 
fragments of it off to keep up the mortage on the remainder: until one 
day in 1900 he died quietly on an army cot in the hunting and fishing 
camp in the Tallahatchie River bottom where he passed most of the 
end of his days. 

And even the old governor was forgotten now; what was left of the 
old square mile was now known merely as the Compson place the 
weedchoked traces of the old ruined lawns and promenades, the house 
which had needed painting too long already, the scaling columns of the 
portico where Jason III (bred for a lawyer and indeed he kept an office 
upstairs above the Square, where entombed in dusty filingcases some of 
the oldest names in the county Holston and Sutpen, Grenier and 
Beauchamp and Coldfield faded year by year among the bottomless 
labyrinths of chancery: and who knows what dream in the perennial 
heart of his father, now completing the third of his three avatars the 
one as a son of a brilliant and gallant statesman, the second as battle- 
leader of brave and gallant men, the third as a sort of privileged pseudo- 
Daniel Boone-Robinson Crusoe, who had not returned to juvenility 
because actually he had never left it that that lawyer's office might 
again be the anteroom to the governor's mansion and the old splendor) 
sat all day long with a decanter of whiskey and a litter of dogeared 
Horaces and Livys and Catulluses, composing (it was said) caustic and 
satiric eulogies on both his dead and his living fellowtownsmen, who sold 
the last of the property, except that fragment containing the house and 
the kitchengarden and the collapsing stables and one servant's cabin in 
which Dilsey's family lived, to a golfclub for the ready money with 
which his daughter Candace could have her fine wedding in April and 
his son Quentin could finish one year at Harvard and commit suicide in 
the following June of 1910; already known as the Old Compson place 
even while Compsons were still living in it on that spring dusk in 1928 
when the old governor's doomed lost nameless seventeen-year-old great- 
greatgranddaughter robbed her last remaining sane male relative (her 
uncle Jason IV) of his secret hoard of money and climbed down a rainpipe 
and ran off with a pitchman in a travelling streetshow, and still known 
as the Old Compson place long after all traces of Compsons were gone 
from it: after the widowed mother died and Jason IV, no longer need 
ing to fear Dilsey now, committed his idiot brother, Benjamin, to the 
State Asylum in Jackson and sold the house to a countryman who 
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operated it as a boarding house for juries and horse- and muletraders, and 
still known as the Old Compson place even after the boardinghouse 
(and presently the golf course too) had vanished and the old square 
mile was even intact again in row after row of small crowded jcrrybuilt 
individuallyowned demiurban bungalows. 

And these: 

QUENTIN ill. "Who loved not his sister's body but some concept of 
Compson honor precariously and (he knew well) only temporarily sup 
ported by the minute fragile membrane of her maidenhead as a min 
iature replica of all the whole vast globy earth may be poised on the 
nose of a trained seal. Who loved not the idea of the incest which he 
would not commit, but some prcsbyterian concept of its eternal punish 
ment: he, not God, could by that means cast himself and his sister both 
into hell, where he could guard her forever and keep her forevermore 
intact amid the eternal fires. But who loved death above all, who loved 
only death, loved and lived in a deliberate and almost perverted anticipa 
tion of death as a lover loves and deliberately refrains from the waiting 
willing friendly tender incredible body of his beloved, until he can 
no longer bear not tlie refraining but the restraint and so flings, hurls 
himself, relinquishing, drowning. Committed suicide in Cambridge Massa 
chusetts, June 1910, two months after his sister's wedding, waiting first 
to complete the current academic year and so get the full value of his 
paid-in-advance tuition, not because he had his old Culloden and Carolina 
and Kentucky grandfathers in him but because the remaining piece of 
the old Compson mile which had been sold to pay for his sister's wedding 
and his year at Harvard had been the one thing, excepting that same 
sister and the sight of an open fire, which his youngest brother, born 
an idiot, had loved. 

CANDACE (CADDY) , Doomed and knew it, accepted the doom without 
either seeking or fleeing it. Loved her brother despite him, loved not only 
him but loved in him that bitter prophet and inflexible corruptless 
judge of what he considered the family's honor and its doom, as he 
thought he loved but really hated in her what he considered the frail 
doomed vessel of its pride and the foul instrument of its disgrace; not 
only this, she loved him not only in spite of but because of the fact that 
he himself was incapable of love, accepting the fact that he must value 
above all not her but the virginity of which she was custodian and on 
which she placed no value whatever: the frail physical stricture which 
to her was no more than a hangnail would have been. Knew the brother 
loved death best of all and was not jealous, would (and perhaps in the 
calculation and deliberation of her marriage did) have handed him the 
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hypothetical hemlock. Was two months pregnant with another man's 
child which regardless of what its sex would be she had already named 
Quentin after the brother whom they both (she and the brother) knew 
was already the same as dead when she married (1510) an extremely 
eligible young Indianian she and her mother had met while vacationing 
at French Lick the summer before. Divorced by him 1911. Married 
1920 to a minor movingpicture magnate, Hollywood California. Divorced 
by mutual agreement, Mexico 1925. Vanished in Paris with the Ger 
man occupation, 1940, still beautiful and probably still wealthy too 
since she did not look within fifteen years of her actual fortyeight, 
and was not heard of again. Except there was a woman in Jefferson, the 
county librarian, a mousesized and -colored woman who had never 
married, who had passed through the city schools in the same class with 
Candace Compson and then spent the rest of her life trying to keep 
Forever Amber in its orderly overlapping avatars and Jurgcn and Tom 
Jones out of the hands of the highschool juniors and seniors who could 
reach them down without even having to tiptoe from the back shelves 
where she herself would have to stand on a box to hide them. One day 
in 1943, after a week of a distraction bordering on disintegration almost, 
during which those entering the library would find her always in the 
act of hurriedly closing her desk drawer and turning the key in it 
(so that the matrons, wives of the bankers and doctors and lawyers, 
some of whom had also been in that old highschool class, who came and 
went in the afternoons with the copies of the Forever Ambers and the 
volumes of Thorne Smith carefully wrapped from view in sheets of 
Memphis and Jackson newspapers, believed she was on the verge of 
illness or perhaps even loss of mind) she closed and locked the library 
in the middle of the afternoon and with her handbag clasped tightly 
under her arm and two feverish spots of determination in her ordinarily 
colorless cheeks, she entered the farmers* supply store where Jason IV 
had started as a clerk and where he now owned his own business as a 
buyer of and dealer in cotton, striding on through that gloomy cavern 
which only men ever entered a cavern cluttered and walled and sta- 
lagmitehung with plows and discs and loops of tracechain and single 
trees and mulecollars and sidemeat and cheap shoes and horselinament 
and flour and molasses, gloomy because the goods it contained were 
not shown but hidden rather since those who supplied Mississippi farmers 
or at least Negro Mississippi farmers for a share of the crop did not 
wish, until that crop was made and its value approximately computable, 
to show them what they could learn to want but only to supply them 
on specific demand with what they could not help but need and strode 
on back to Jason's particular domain in the rear: a railed enclosure 
cluttered with shelves and pigeonholes bearing spiked dust-and-lint- 
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gathering gin receipts and ledgers and cottonsamples and rank with the 
blended smell of cheese and kerosene and harnessoil and the tremendous 
iron stove against which chewed tobacco had been spat for almost a 
hundred years, and up to the long high sloping counter behind which 
Jason stood and, not looking again at the overalled men who had quietly 
stopped talking and even chewing when she entered, with a kind of 
fainting desperation she opened the handbag and fumbled something 
out of it and laid it open on the counter and stood trembling and 
breathing rapidly while Jason looked down at it a picture, a photograph 
in color clipped obviously from a slick magazine a picture filled with 
luxury and money and sunlight a Cannebiere backdrop of mountains 
and palms and cypresses and the sea, an open powerful expensive chro- 
miumtrimmed sports car, the woman's face hatless between a rich scarf 
and a seal coat, ageless and beautiful, cold serene and damned; beside 
her a handsome lean man of middleage in the ribbons and tabs of a 
German staffgencral and the mousesized mousecolored spinster trembling 
and aghast at her own temerity, staring across it at the childless bachelor 
in whom ended that long line of men who had had something in them 
of decency and pride even after they had begun to fail at the integrity 
and the pride had become mostly vanity and self pity: from the expatri 
ate who had to flee his native land with little else except his life yet 
who still refused to accept defeat, through the man who gambled his 
life and his good name twice and lost twice and declined to accept that 
either, and the one who with only a clever small quarterhorse for tool 
avenged his dispossessed father and grandfather and gained a principality, 
and the brilliant and gallant governor and the general who though he 
failed at leading in battle brave and gallant men at least risked his 
own life too in the failing, to the cultured dipsomaniac who sold the 
last of his patrimony not to buy drink but to give one of his descendants 
at least the best chance in life he could think of. 

"It's Caddy!' the librarian whispered. "We must save her I* 
*It's Cad, all right,' Jason said. Then he began to laugh. He stood 
there laughing above the picture, above the cold beautiful face now 
creased and dogeared from its week's sojourn in the desk drawer and the 
handbag. And the librarian knew why he was laughing, who had not 
called him anything but Mr Compson for thirty-two years now, ever 
since the day in 1911 when Candace, cast off by her husband, had 
brought her infant daughter home and left the child and departed by 
the next train, to return no more, and not only the Negro cook, Dilsey, 
but the librarian too divined by simple instinct that Jason was somehow 
using the child's life and its illegitimacy both to blackmail the mother 
not only into staying away from Jetferson for the rest of her life but 
into appointing him sole unchallengeable trustee of the money she would 
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send for the child's maintenance, and had refused to speak to him at all 
since that day in 1928 when the daughter climbed down the rainpipe 
and ran away with the pitchman. 

* Jason!' she cried. c We must save her! Jason! Jason!* and still cry 
ing it even when he took up the picture between thumb and finger and 
threw it back across the counter toward her. 

'That Candace?' he said. T>ont make me laugh. This bitch aint thirty 
yet. The other one's fifty now.* 

And the library was still locked all the next day too when at three 
oclock in the afternoon, footsore and spent yet still unflagging and still 
clasping the handbag tightly under her arm, she turned into a neat small 
yard in the Negro residence section of Memphis and mounted the steps 
of the neat small house and rang the bell and the door opened and a 
black woman of about her own age looked quietly out at her. 'It's Frony, 

isn't it?* the librarian said. *Dont you remember me Melissa Meek, 

from Jefferson * 

*Yes," the Negress said. *Come in. You want to see Mama.* And she 
entered the room, the neat yet cluttered bedroom of an old Negro, rank 
with the smell of old people, old women, old Negroes, where the old 
woman herself sat in a rocker beside the hearth where even though it 
was June a fire smoldered a big woman once, in faded clean calico and 
an immaculate turban wound round her head above the bleared and 
now apparently almost sightless eyes and put the dogeared clipping 
into the black hands which, like the women of her race, were still as 
supple and delicately shaped as they had been when she was thirty or 
twenty or even seventeen. 

'It's Caddy!' the librarian said. 'It is! Dilsey! Dilsey!* 

'"What did he say?* the old Negress said. And the librarian knew whom 
she meant by 'he', nor did the librarian marvel, not only that the old 
Negress would know that she (the librarian) would know whom she 
meant by the 'he", but that the old Negress would know at once that 
she had already shown the picture to Jason. 

*Dont you know what he said?' she cried. 'When he realised she was 
in danger, he said it was her, even if I hadn't even Lad a picture to 
show him. But as soon as he realised that somebody, anybody, even just 
me, wanted to save her, would try to save her, he said it wasn't. But it 
is! Look at it!' 

Took at my eyes/ the old Negress said. 'How can I see that picture?* 

'Call Frony!' the librarian cried. 'She will know her!' But already the 
old Negress was folding the clipping carefully back into its old creases, 
handing it back. 

'My eyes aint any good anymore,' she said. *I cant see it.' 

And that was all. At six oclock she fought her way through the 
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crowded bus terminal, the bag clutched under one arm and the return 
half of her roundtrip ticket in the other hand, and was swept out onto 
the roaring platform on the diurnal tide of a few rniddleaged civilians 
but mostly soldiers and sailors enroute either to leave or to death and 
the homeless young women, their companions, who for two years now 
had lived from day to day in pullmans and hotels when they were lucky 
and in daycoaches and busses and stations and lobbies and public rest- 
rooms when not, pausing only long enough to drop their foals in charity 
wards or policestations and then move on again, and fought her way 
into the bus, smaller than any other there so that her feet touched the 
floor only occasionally until a shape (a man in khaki; she couldn't see 
him at all because she was already crying) rose and picked her up bodily 
and set her into a scat next the window, where still crying quietly she 
could look out upon the fleeing city as it streaked past and then was 
behind and presently now she would be home again, safe in Jefferson 
where life lived too with all its incomprehensible passion and turmoil 
and grief and fury and despair, but here at six oclock you could close 
the covers on it and even the weightless hand of a child could put it 
back among its unfeatured kindred on the quiet eternal shelves and turn 
the key upon it for the whole and dreamless night. Yes she thought, 
crying quietly that was it she didn't want to see it know whether it was 
Caddy or not because she knows Caddy doesn't want to be saved hasn't 
anything anymore worth being saved for nothing worth being lost that 
she can lose 

JASON iv. The first sane Conipson since before Culloden and (a childless 
bachelor) hence the last. Logical rational contained and even a philoso 
pher in the old stoic tradition: thinking nothing whatever of God one 
way or the other and simply considering the police and so fearing and 
respecting only the Negro woman, his sworn enemy since his birth and 
his mortal one since that day in 1911 when she too divined by simple 
clairvoyance that he was somehow using his infant niece's illegitimacy 
to blackmail its mother, who cooked the food he ate. Who not only 
fended off and held his own with Compsons but competed and held his 
own with the Snopcses who took over the little town following the turn 
of the century as the Compsons and Sartorises and their ilk faded from 
it (no Snopes, but Jason Compson himself who as soon as his mother 
died the niece had already climbed down the rainpipe and vanished so 
Dilsey no longer had either of these clubs to hold over him committed 
his idiot younger brother to the state and vacated the old house, first 
chopping up the vast oncesplendid rooms into what he called apartments 
and selling the whole thing to a countryman who opened a boardinghouse 
in it) , though this was not difficult since to him all the rest of the town 
and the world and the human race too except himself were Compsons, 
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inexplicable yet quite predictable in that they were in no sense what 
ever to be trusted. Who, all the money from the sale of the pasture 
having gone for his sister's wedding and his brother's course at Harvard, 
used his own niggard savings out of his meagre wages as a storeclerk to 
send himself to a Memphis school where he learned to class and grade 
cotton, and so established his own business with which, following his 
dipsomaniac father's death, he assumed the entire burden of the rotting 
family in the rotting house, supporting his idiot brother because of their 
mother, sacrificing what pleasures might have been the right and 
just due and even the necessity of a thirty-year-old bachelor, so 
that his mother's life might continue as nearly as possible to what 
it had been; this not because he loved her but (a sane man always) 
simply because he was afraid of the Negro cook whom he could 
not even force to leave, even when he tried to stop paying her weekly 
wages; and who despite all this, still managed to save almost three 
thousand dollars ($2840.50 as he reported it on the night his niece stole 
it) ; in niggard and agonised dimes and quarters and halfdollars, which 
hoard he kept in no bank because to him a banker too was just one more 
Compson, but hid in a locked bureau drawer in his bedroom whose bed 
he made and changed himself since he kept the bedroom door locked 
all the time save when he was passing through it. Who, following a 
fumbling abortive attempt by his idiot brother on a passing female child, 
had himself appointed the idiot's guardian without letting their mother 
know and so was able to have the creature castrated before the mother 
even knew it was out of the house, and who following the mother's 
death in 1933 was able to free himself forever not only from the idiot 
brother and the house but from the Negro woman too, moving into a 
pair of offices up a flight of stairs above the supplystore containing his 
cotton ledgers and samples, which he had converted into a bedroom- 
kitchen-bath in and out of which on weekends there would be seen a big 
plain friendly brazenhaired pleasantfaced woman no longer very young, 
in round picture hats and (in its season) an imitation fur coat, the two 
of them, the middlcaged cottonbuyer and the woman whom the town 
called, simply, his friend from Memphis, seen at the local picture show 
on Saturday night and on Sunday morning mounting the apartment stairs 
with paper bags from the grocer's containing loaves and eggs and oranges 
and cans of soup, domestic, uxorious, connubial, until the late afternoon 
bus carried her back to Memphis. He was emancipated now. He was 
free. *In 186?,' he would say, 'Abe Lincoln freed the niggers from the 
Compsons. In 1933, Jason Compson freed the Compsons from the niggers.* 

E N j A M I N . Born Maury, after his mother's only brother: a handsome 
flashing swaggering workless bachelor who borrowed money from almost 
anyone, even Dilsey although she was a Negro, explaining to her as he 
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withdrew his hand from his pocket that she was not only in his eyes the 
same as a member of his sister's family, she would be considered a born 
lady anywhere in any eyes. Who, when at last even his mother realised 
what he was and insisted weeping that his name must be changed, was 
rechristened Benjamin by his brother Qucntin (Benjamin, our lastborn, 
sold into Egypt) . "Who loved three things: the pasture which was sold 
to pay for Candace's wedding and to send Quentin to Harvard, his sister 
Candace, firelight. "Who lost none of them because he could not remem 
ber his sister but only the loss of her, and firelight was the same bright 
shape as going to sleep, and the pasture was even better sold than before 
because now he and TP could not only follow timeless along the fence 
the motions which it did not even matter to him were humanbeings 
swinging golfsticks, TP could lead them to clumps of grass or weeds 
where there would appear suddenly in TP's hand small white spherules 
which competed with and even conquered what he did not even know 
was gravity and all the immutable laws when released from the hand 
toward plank floor or smokehouse wall or concrete sidewalk. Gelded 1913, 
Committed to the State Asylum, Jackson 1933.

This act made it neces 
sary for Sutpen to start again insofar as family was concerned, 
for Henry disappeared, after killing Charles, and stern Judith 
remained a spinster for life. Sutpen, his wife Ellen dead, proposed 
to Rosa Coldfield, his sister-in-law, that they be married on condi 
tion she first provide him with a son. Outraged, she rejected his 
proposal and he, at sixty, tried for a son with Milly, sixteen-year- 
old granddaughter of Wash Jones. When Milly had a daughter 
Sutpen insulted her, perhaps as a means of provoking Wash to 
kill him, which Wash did. According to Quentin's grandfather, 
General Compson, who knew Sutpen better than anyone else, 
Sutpen's basic fault was one of innocence. ^Where did I fail?"

It is then only a matter of 
time before Harry leaves his companions to join the British army, 
eventually becoming the member of a combat unit, where he 
engages in a lucrative practice of betting his fellow soldiers that 
they will not survive the many battles in which they participate. 
In his frantic efforts to bury his past along with memories of the 
horse he loved, Harry refuses to see his faithful Negro friend even 
when the latter comes all the way to France to find him. They 
finally die together, however, when a heavy barrage of artillery 
fire from both the British and the German sides wipes out large 
numbers of British and German enlisted men who are seeking 
to stop hostilities by joining hands in that area between battle 
lines which the Americans call "No-Man's Land."

He holds his 
job because of sentiment on the part of his employers: perhaps 
because Mr. Ballott's first wife had been Dan's daughter; perhaps 
because Maury Priest, Sr., had, when a boy, hunted with old Dan's 
father. 



Hampton. Jefferson sheriff who takes charge when Boon Hogganbeck, 
in an effort to shoot Ludus, succeeds only in creasing a Negro 
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girl and in shattering a window in the McCaslin hardware store. 
Hampton disarms Boon, holds him in brief custody, sees that the 
girl has medical attention, and that Boon's "proprietors'* make a 
satisfactory settlement with the girl and her family.

In the summer of 1886, armed only with a Bible, 
he rode into the lawless stronghold of Ballenbaugh II and con 
verted the entire settlement with his bare fists.

Hogganbeck, Boon. Assistant to Mr. Ballott at the Priest livery stable. 
Beyond the fact that Boon's grandmother was a Chickasaw Indian 
who married a white whisky-trader, Boon's origin is uncertain. 
All Ike McCaslin remembers about his first glimpse of Boon is 
that he was already a giant when eleven or twelve and that Boon 
was present on the McCaslin place, where Ike himself was raised, 
and that Boon soon attached himself to the De Spain camp as a 
sort of nurse for General Compson. Then began the McCaslin 
De Spain-Compson Corporation, a holding company in which all 
members of the three families "had [forever after] mutually 
equal but completely undefined shares of responsibility" where 
Boon was concerned. When. The Reivers begins Boon is about 
forty-one, "tough, faithful, brave and completely unreliable, 
... six feet four inches tall . . . [weighs] two hundred forty 
pounds and . . . [has] the mentality of a child.** When Lucius 
"Boss" Priest buys the Winton Flyer auto, Boon's livery-stable 
duties become secondary, for the car has become his "soul's lily 
maid." He is accordingly made night foreman at the livery stables 
and thereafter he spends most of his free time washing the car 
and driving it whenever he can. When the adult Priests go to 
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Grandfather Lessep's funeral in Bay St. Louis, young Lucius Priest 
and Boon tacitly agree to take a trip in the auto that Boss Priest 
thinks is locked safely in his carriage house. Late on a Saturday 
afternoon they set out, each ready to turn back at a word from 
the other, and at length they reach Memphis, 80 miles away, 
having discovered en route that Ned McCaslin is a stowaway. 
Boon, eager to see Miss Corrie, a prostitute of whom he is very 
fond, takes the innocent Lucius to Miss Reba's place, where 
Everbe Corinthia, known as Miss Corrie [Hogganbeck], works. 
The simple Boon is hoping to keep Lucius in the dark as to the 
nature of Miss Reba's establishment. Shortly Boon is involved in 
Ned's horse-racing plan, and because he is responsible for the 
Winton Flyer, which Ned has made a sort of pawn for the horse, 
he is bound to see Ned's elaborate plan through. In the days that 
follow, Boon's life is one of nearly total frustration. He is torn 
between the need to function as one of Ned's chief aides and his 
need to vent his jealousy of Everbe, first on Sam Caldwell, whose 
offices are necessary to the success of Ned's scheme, and later, on 
Butch Lovemaiden, whose enmity might ruin all chances of Ned's 
racing the horse Lightning (Coppermine) . As if this burden were 
not enough for one even as strong as Boon to bear, Everbe informs 
him that she will have no more of their illicit love. When, after 
the first heat has been run at Parsham, Butch succeeds in getting 
Boon, Ned, and the horse taken into custody and then has Everbe 
bail them out by practicing her former profession with him, Boon 
can no longer restrain himself. He beats Butch. In Ned's words, 
"He nigh . . . [ruins] him." But before this Boon also "whups" 
Everbe and thus alienates young Lucius for a time. This double 
violence lands him in jail again, along with Butch. Again Boon is 
released seconds after Butch is freed, and because Butch has called 
Everbe "whore," Boon again attacks Butch and is a third time put 
in jail, where he remains until the next day, when Boss Priest 
secures his release. Seven days after their departure for Memphis, 
Boon, Lucius, and Ned return to Jefferson, with Boss Priest, to 
resume their customary lives. Boon later varies the pattern of 
his former life, however; for he marries Everbe and moves with 
her to a "doll-sized" house, where they have a baby and name it 
after young Lucius.

She has previously 
worked in Arkansas in a call house run by "Aunt" Fittie, who 
took Everbe to raise after her mother died and who, according 
to Otis, started the girl working as a prostitute when she was 
only eleven or twelve years old. When Everbe comes to the more 
lucrative job at Miss Reba's she changes her name to Corrie 
because she thinks "Everbe Corinthia" sounds too "old timey" 
and "countrified" for her type of work; and when her nephew 
Otis comes to visit her at Miss Reba's, Everbe pays him 5 cents a 
day to keep her real name secret. Despite her background, she is 
a gentle, sensitive person who objects to the use of coarse lan 
guage, especially in the presence of young Lucius Priest, whom she 
is drawn to from the first. When Lucius fights Otis because he 
objects to the things Otis has said about Everbe, she is so touched 
that she promises Lucius to give up her present way of life. Her 
importunate lover Boon makes this promise difficult for her to 
keep even though she says that her love for him is one of the 
reasons for her wanting to reform. Soon Everbe, too, is caught in 
the web of Ned McCaslin's horse-race scheme, and she does much 
to help, at first by securing the aid of Sam Caldwell and later 
by going back on her promise to Lucius in order to gratify Butch 
Lovemaiden so that he will secure the release from custody of Ned 
and the horse Coppermine (Lightning). To Lucius, hurt by her 
defection, the big girl pathetically explains her act by saying, 
"I thought I had to. I didn't know no other way/' During her stay 
in Parsham Everbe has more problems than the formidable one 
of pacifying Boon and fighting off Butch. She also feels responsi 
ble for Otis' theft of Minnie's gold tooth, and she expresses a 
willingness to buy Minnie another tooth even while she sobs over 
Otis, who, as she says, "Is only a child." When the races are over 
and Miss Reba and Minnie return to Memphis, Everbe, true to 
the promise she made Lucius, does not go with them but accepts 
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a job for Mr. Poleymus taking care of his invalid wife. Some time 
later she and Boon marry and move to Jefferson, where they have 
a son whom she names after young Lucius.

Having seen the first two 
races between Acheron and Coppermine (Lightning), he is able 
to give Ned McCaslin important information about the two 
horses. His tidy home becomes the headquarters of Ned's group, 
and his position in the community provides them a degree of 
protection. Young Lucius Priest says "yes, sir" to him, and before 
Boss Priest arrives in town, he eats and, one night, sleeps with the 
old man rather than stay with those of his own race. Uncle 
Parsham's quiet word is law to his family and friends, even to 
Ned, who at Uncle Parsham's command tells young Lucius the 
sordid details about Everbe's [Hogganbeck] submission to Butch 
Lovemaiden and Boon Hogganbeck's whipping of them both. 
He is, as Faulkner has his narrator say, "the aristocrat of us all

McCaslin tells Bobo Beauchamp's tangled story. In the same room 
Boss Priest and Mr. Van Tosch make arrangements for the fourth 
and final heat to be run the next day between Acheron and Cop 
permine (Lightning).

Lovemaiden, Butch. A deputy for Hardwick, the county seat, 13 miles 
from Parsham. Drawn to Parsham by news of the race, no doubt, 
he shows up at Uncle Parsham Hood's on the day Boon Hoggan- 
beck, Ned McCaslin, and the others arrive from Memphis with 
the horse. Instantly attracted to Everbe [Hogganbeck], Butch, 
his sweaty bulk smelling of whisky, forces his attentions on her, 
at the same time taunting Boon, who does not know that Butch, 
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despite badge and pistol, is only a guest in Parsham. After seeing 
Lightning (Coppermine) run a practice heat. Butch suspects that 
Ned has used dope on the horse; but it is plain that Butch does not 
care if only Coppermine can score an upset victory next day. 
Later Butch gets a scare when Miss Reba arrives in Parsham. She 
realizes immediately Butch's situation in the town and is able to 
keep him away from Everbe but only for the moment. Next 
day, after the first heat, he is attacked by Boon, perhaps on gen 
eral principles or perhaps because Butch has presented a document 
that, in his own words, has to do with "a little legal difficulty 
about who owns the horse [Coppermine]." At any rate, he suc 
ceeds in getting Boon, Ned, and Coppermine taken into custody, 
all a part of his design to have his way with Everbe, who, as he 
has suspected, will do anything to see the horse free to run. After 
she has submitted to him he probably withdraws his question of 
Coppermine's ownership. Ned suggests that Mr. Poleymus, the 
Parsham constable, suspecting that Butch has used him, might 
have released the prisoners anyway.

And Ned never lets the people in his life, white 
or black, forget this fact, or legend. Audacious a little beyond the 
bounds of prudence, using "Mr." and "Sir" sparingly, he is, 
even so, intelligent enough and sensitive enough to manipulate 
the white man's world about him pretty much to his liking. 
Ned is no selfish opportunist, however. At bottom, he is capable 
of a deep loyalty. Strong, too, in Ned's makeup is the ability to 
discern merit in people and to appreciate it to the fullest. Of Sam 
Caldwell, and later of Mr. Poleymus, the constable, Ned says, 
"He's a man, mon"; and he is immediately aware of and apprecia- 
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tive of Miss Reba's insight into reality. With such people shrewd 
Ned knows that he need not play Uncle Remus in order to prosper. 
Ned, of course, is not deceived by the smokescreen that Boon 
Hogganbeck and young Lucius Priest throw around the prepara 
tions for their trip to Memphis, and the Winton Flyer is not far 
out of Jefferson before he is discovered aboard, a stowaway. Once 
in Memphis he runs across his cousin Bobo Beauchamp, learns 
about Bobo's trouble, and after taking a look at a certain horse 
that Bobo is expected to steal to liquidate his debt to a white 
man, he conceives an elaborate plan to rescue Bobo. Though the 
horse, Coppermine (later called Lightning), a trained racehorse, 
will not normally run to win, Ned has reason to believe he can 
make a winner of him by using the same method he had used on 
a racing mule years before. Without Boon's knowledge, Ned 
exchanges the Priest auto for the horse, and, the deed done, he 
persuades the confused Boon and others to help him get Copper 
mine to Parsham, there to run against a horse that has previously 
beaten him twice. Established at last in Parsham, Ned, certain 
he can make Coppermine win one heat and hoping he can make 
him win a second one, intentionally lets him lose the first heat. 
Then pending the settlement of a question raised by Butch Love- 
maiden concerning the legal ownership of Lightning, Ned and the 
horse are held in custody. When Butch, thanks to Everbe [Hog 
ganbeck], withdraws his protest, Ned and the horse are freed 
next day to run the last two heats. The second heat is ruled a 
tie because, though Acheron outspeeds Coppermine, Acheron 
breaks through the railing and runs outside the track; conse 
quently Coppermine is the only one to cross the legal finish line. 
At the suggestion of a friend of Colonel Linscomb, Acheron's 
owner, it is agreed that the winner of the next heat will be 
declared victorious in both heats two and three. In heat three, as 
the two horses head into the homestretch with Coppermine slightly 
behind, young Lucius, the rider, following Ned's instructions, pulls 
his mount far enough to the side for him to see Ned only, stand 
ing just beyond the finish line. Coppermine can then think of 
only one thing to reach Ned as soon as possible. He does just 
that and wins the race, as well as considerable money for Ned 
and enough for Bobo. By this time Boss Priest has arrived at the 
track, and Ned is requested to appear at Colonel Linscomb's, where 
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Boss is staying, and there to explain the whole matter of the auto 
and horse exchange. That evening on Colonel Linscomb's gallery, 
Ned explains privately to Boss how he made the horse, as well 
as the mule o long ago, run: he used a "sourdean" (sardine) for 
a reward at the finish line. Then, Boss and Ned having rejoined 
Mr. Van Tosch and Colonel Linscomb in the Colonel's office, Ned 
unfolds the story of Bobo's entanglement with the white man 
and of Ned's first plan to save Bobo. They had planned to have 
the white man watch the first heat, which Coppermine would be 
sure to lose. On the second heat the white man would, of course, 
bet against Coppermine, pledging the stolen auto (which Ned 
knew that he could not sell anyway) against the horse, which 
was, for the purpose of Ned and Bobo, their property. But this 
heat Coppermine would win; thus the auto and the horse would 
revert to him and Bobo. Ned's first plan was changed, however, 
when the white owners of the two horses appeared on the scene. 
Then * c . . . yawl come and ruint it," Ned said to the white men. 
Thus, to save Bobo, Ned had to bet and win money, which, of 
course, he did. After Ned ends his story, Mr. Van Tosch and Boss 
Priest arrange for one more heat to be run the next day, the 
particulars of their bet to be as follows: if Coppermine beats 
Acheron, Boss will win Coppermine and Mr. Van Tosch will be told 
Ned's racing secret; if Acheron wins, Boss will keep Ned's secret 
but must pay $495 for the choice of taking or leaving Coppermine. 
Next day this special heat is run. Maybe Ned does not want his 
secret known; perhaps he is tired of straining for victory now that 
Bobo is safe; or, perhaps he wants to make McWillie, Acheron's 
rider, feel good. At any rate he does not appear at the finish line 
with his promise of a sardine, and so Coppermine loses. Without 
apparent regret Ned turns Coppermine over to Bobo, and late 
the following day, Friday, the travelers are back in Jefferson. The 
following Monday Ned informs young Lucius that he bet on 
Acheron to win that last heat and that Uncle Parsham Hood 
now has $20 for his church.

The next after 
noon, in Parsham, Otis, who is supposed to ride Coppermine, 
insists upon being paid in advance and, impervious to his Aunt's 
pleas, asks $20, more than twice Ned's fortune, as Otis well knows. 
When Otis, still in possession of the gold tooth, learns that Minnie 
and Miss Reba have arrived in Parsham, he goes into hiding but 
is located and treed by Uncle Parsham Hood's dogs and Lycurgus 
Briggins, who forces him to give up the tooth.

When the parents of the young Lucius go to Bay St. Louis to 
attend the funeral of his mother's father, Lucius' conscience loses 
its first round against Non Virtue when he not only acquiesces 
in Boon Hogganbeck's unmentioned plan to go to Memphis in 
Boss Priest's auto but becomes a positive agent in furthering their 
getaway scheme. Once at Miss Reba's in Memphis, where he im 
presses the grownups with his manners, the innocent boy begins 
to learn many things about adult life too quickly. His principal 
instructor is Otis, who tells Lucius what sort of house Miss Reba's 
is as he explains the term "pugnuckling" to the shocked eleven- 
year-old boy. In this connection Otis goes on to say things about 
Ever be [Hogganbeck] which provoke Lucius, who has already 
begun to like her, into attacking him and taking away his pocket- 
knife, but only after Otis has succeeded in cutting the fingers of 
Lucius' right hand. Everbe soon learns the details of the fight from 
Otis and, deeply touched by Lucius' defense of her, promises him 
to give up the kind of life she has been living at Miss Reba's. The 
next day, in Parsham, Lucius, "anguished with homesickness" and 
burdened with the knowledge that at a word from him Boon and 
Ned McCaslin would drop the whole idea of the race and take 
him home, gets in ever deeper when he agrees to replace Otis as 
Coppermine's rider. Now he has not only the responsibility of 
guarding Everbe's new virtue against Boon and Butch Love- 
maiden but also that of winning the race, not for money but to 
somehow justify what he and Boon and Ned have already done. 
He realizes now that there is no turning back: he "was a child 
no longer now; innocence and childhood were forever lost, for 
ever gone." After the first heat has been run, an unwilling Ned 
tells him the details of Boon's whipping Everbe; whereupon he 
faces Boon and flails at him with his fists, then goes for solace to 
Uncle Parsham Hood, with whom he sleeps that night. After 
the second heat, ruled a tie, Lucius rides Coppermine to victory 
in the all-important third heat but refuses to accept the money 
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Miss Reba lias won for him, telling Ned to give it to Uncle 
Parsham. After forgiving Everbe for her "lapse" with Butch, he 
goes with his grandfather to Colonel Linscomb's, where he learns 
how Ned made Coppermine win. And the next day he rides in the 
special race, losing this time. When he returns to Jefferson very 
different from the little boy who left there a week ago, he is sur 
prised to find that the town has not changed too. As he has ex 
pected, his father takes him into the cellar dutifully to whip him 
with the razor strop. But somehow this punishment seems inade 
quate to Lucius, not worthy of his father or of him. Grandfather 
Priest takes over and solves the problem by telling Lucius that 
he must provide his own punishment by living with the knowl 
edge of his deceit, assuring him that, as a gentleman, he can live 
with and "through" it. Grandfather's wise handling brings on, it 
would seem, Lucius" redemption, which begins in the flood of tears 
that he has for so long needed to shed.

CHARACTERS HANDLED 
INCONSISTENTLY 



Armstid. The Armstid of As I Lay Dying and Light in August is quite 
different from the Henry Armstid of the Snopes trilogy. To begin 
with, the wife of Armstid in As I Lay Dying is named Lula; in 
The Hamlet (and in Light in August) she is named Martha. The 
Armstid of the Snopes trilogy is a bitter man, greedy and ruth 
less, who finally goes mad seeking buried money on the worthless 
land Flem Snopes tricks him and his two partners into buying. In 
the other novels Armstid is a kindly and helpful man. Further, 
since The Hamlet is set some thirty years earlier than Light in 
August, the Henry Armstid of the former novel, confined, as he 
was, to an asylum, can hardly be identified with the later Armstid. 

Beauchamp, James Th^lcydus (Tennie's Jim). In "The Fire and the 
Hearth" Jim runs away from home "before he became of age." 
In "The Bear" he "Vanished sometime on night of his twenty-first 
birthday." 

Beauchamp, Tomey's Turl. The contemporary character of this name 
in The Town should not be confused with the older Tomey's Turl, 
a McCaslin slave. 

BenboWy Horace. Although Horace as a character is treated consistently 
wherever he appears, it is obvious that he is an early sketch of 
Gavin Stevens. Both have similar educational backgrounds and 
World War I experiences. Both took a Snopes to Europe to serve 
in the YMCA. Benbow disappears after Sanctuary (except for 
mention of the family name), and Stevens, a more complex char 
acter, emerges beginning with Light in Augiist. 

Compson, Benjy. In the Appendix to The Sound and the Fury, which 
Faulkner prepared for the Viking Press Portable Faulkner, Benjy 
is disposed of by Jason Compson, who sends him to the insane 
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asylum in 1933 when their mother, Caroline Bascomb Compson, 
dies. In The Mansion, however, Mrs. Compson is revivified, and 
her persistent whining forces Jason to take Benjy home from the 
asylum. Consequently, some time later, Benjy, who has always 
loved fire, sets fire to the Compson house and perishes in the blaze. 

Compson, Mrs. Caroline Bascomb. In the Appendix to The Sound and 
the Fury Mrs. Compson dies in 1933; but according to accounts 
in The Mansion she lives longer, and forces Jason to bring Benjy 
home from the asylum. 

Compson, Quentin [Maclachan]. In The Mansion it is he who receives 
the original land grant from Mohataha. In the Appendix to The 
Sound and the Fury Jason Lycurgus Compson procures the land. 

Cooky Celia. The girl who scratched her name on a window in The 
Unvanquished is named Cecilia Farmer in Requiem for a Nun. 

de Spain (sometimes De Spain) . Although this family is described with 
fair consistency, a de Spain said to be the son of old Major de 
Spain appears in the story "A Bear Hunt." He is clearly not 
Manfred de Spain (who is a bachelor), though he may be con 
sistent with still another de Spain, the central character in the 
short story "Shall Not Perish." 

Doom. See Ikkemotubbe. 

Du Pre, Mrs. Virginia. The sister of Colonel John Sartoris, she is called 
by a variety of different names in the works. The most serious 
variations occur in "All the Dead Pilots," in which she is called 
Virginia Sartoris (her maiden name) , and in Requiem for a Nun, 
in which she is called Mrs. Depre. Further, in The Town she is 
called old Bayard's sister, though she is his aunt. 

Edmonds, Carothers (Roth) . Though he is the son of Zachary Edmonds, 
in The Town he is called the son of McCaslin Edmonds, who is, 
elsewhere, his grandfather. 
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Edmonds, McCaslin (Cass). In "The Fire and the Hearth," from Go 
Down, Moses, Cass wrests the McCaslin land away from Ike 
McCaslin. In "The Bear" Ike relinquishes it to Cass, who accepts 
it unwillingly. Further, in "The Fire and the Hearth" Ike is paid 
$50 monthly. In "The Bear" the sum is $30 monthly. 

Farmer, Cecilia. See Cook, Celia. 

Fathers, Sam (originally Had-Two-Fathers). In "A Justice" Sam 
Fathers is the son of Crawfishf ord, the Indian who visits the Negro 
slave woman, later Sam's mother, while her husband works in the 
fields. In Go Down, Moses Sam is the son of the Chickasaw chief 
tain Ikkemotubbe, and derives from his father the stately dignity 
of his character. 

Had-Tivo-Fathers. See Fathers, Sam. 

Hampton. The sheriff who is called Hope in Intruder in the Dust and 
Hubert (Hub) in The Town and elsewhere. 

Houston. This Frenchman's Bend farmer is called Jack in The Hamlet 
and The Mansion, and Zack in The Town. In The Hamlet he 
marries Lucy Pate. In The Town his wife is named Letty Book- 
wright Houston. 

Ikkemotubbe (Doom) . Usually the nephew of the Chickasaw chieftain 
Issetibbeha. He becomes chieftain after Issetibbeha's sudden death 
and the abdication of Issetibbeha's son Moketubbe. In an early 
story, "Red Leaves," the relationships among the Indians are quite 
different from the relationships that are fairly consistent there 
after. In "Red Leaves" Ikkemotubbe is Issetibbeha's father and 
Moketubbe's grandfather. In "The Bear" he is said to be the son 
of Issetibbeha. 

Issetibbeha. See Ikkemotubbe. 

Joby. He is called Simon Strother's grandfather in Sartoris. In The 
Unvanquished he is Simon's father. 
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MacCallum. Name of a family introduced in Sartoris. Often spelled 
McCallum in later works. 

MacGo^van ) Skeet(s). The lecherous drugstore clerk in As I Lay Dying 
has his name spelled McGowan in later works. 

MacKenzie, Sbrevlin (Shreve) . This Canadian, Quentin Compson's 
roommate at Harvard named in the Appendix to The Sound and 
the Fury, is named Shreve McCannon in Absalom, Absalom! 

Moketubbe. See Ikkemotxibbe. 

Peabody, Dr. The country doctor of this name in As I Lay Dying, 
Sartoris, and other works cannot be the same Dr. Peabody who is 
already an adult in the historical intcrchapters of Requiem for a 
Nun set in the 1830's, unless his age is ignored. 

Quick. In As I Lay Dying there are two Lon (Solon?) Quicks, father 
and son. Later, in The Hamlet, there is an Uncle Ben Quick, who 
raises goats, and a Lon Quick who owns a sawmill. But in Knight's 
Gambit Ben Quick owns a sawmill and has a son, Isham, whose 
description tallies with Lon Quick of The Hamlet. 

Redlaw. In Sartoris Redlaw, Colonel John Sartoris' partner, is the man 
who murders the Colonel. In The Unvanquished and elsewhere he 
is called Redmond. 

Redmond. See Redlaw. 

Sartoris, Mrs. Virginia. See Du Pre. 

Simon. See Joby. 

Snopes, Byron. In The Town Byron obtains a medical discharge by 
taping a plug of tobacco under his armpit to speed up his heart 
beat. In Sartoris Montgomery Ward Snopes evades the draft by 
using the same technique. 

Snopes, Montgomery Ward. In Sartoris Monty goes abroad to serve in

Zsettlani, Piotr (Pierre Bouc). In A IE able Zsettlani is clearly a St. 
Peter figure. He denies the Corporal (Christ) and later tries to 

rejoin him and the other apostles. The Judas figure in the novel 
is Polcheck the man who betrays the others. At the end of the 
novel, however, a man appears at the house of the Marys who is 
identified only with the question "You are Zsettlani?" This 
stranger, never clearly identified, tries to pay for his food; the 
price, thirty coins, is mentioned. The general suggestion is that 
the visitor is a Judas figure. However, the mention of Zsettlani and 
the absence of any mention of Polcheck works a disturbing con 
fusion, not easily resolved.
